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SECRETARY'S NOTES: 
1. The Twentieth Meeting, 15 October 1959, came to order at 1000. 


2. Reference Minutes of the Nineteenth Meeting, Item 2. It was 
understood that the ELINT plan referred to in first paragraph of the 
Decision was the ELINT emergency plan. With reference to the requirements 
mentioned in second paragraph of the Decision, it was agreed that these 
would also be forwarded to NSA, either by individual members or by the ad 
hoc group. 


3. The Joint Staff Member introduced Colonel Thomas L. Fisher, USAF, 
recently appointed alternate member of the Conmittee. He was welcomed by 
the chairman for the group. 


4. The Chairman referred to several tasks which had been assigned to 
various members in the past, requiring submission of reports or studies 
for Committee consideration. He felt that it was time to review the status 
of these projects, and requested the Executive Secretary to prepare a list 
of such pending items for review. This will be circulated prior to the 
next regular meeting. 


5. Reference Item 3, Minutes of the Sixteenth Meeting (USIB-RE-4./15). 
The CIA Member made an informal report. CIA is keeping the matter active, 
and has queried the field, but all replies are not yet in. It is hoped that 
NSA guidance will be received soon on requirements that cannot be met by 
normal NSA operations. 


6. Reference Item 6, Minutes of the Nineteenth Meeting, the CIA 
Member advised the Committee that the matter had been referred to the 
Chairman, PAG, by memorandum dated 7 October 1959, from the CIA Member of 
PAG. 


7. Reference Secretary's Note 3, Nineteenth Meeting, there was no 


objection by USIB to the proposed extension of the target date on the
